Our Yugoslav people love ballads. A ballad is simply 
a song that tells a story, often with great drama. The term 
ballad comes from the latin word, “ballare,” which means 
dance. 1 The early ballads were dance songs, such as our 
Yugoslav kolo-dance. The movements of the dance were 
not as significant as the singing. 

Ballad songs are often associated with group singing, 
either at home or in the fields. Examples of this type of 
community singing are songs sung during the harvesting 
of crops, the spinning of yarn, and the tending of sheep. 
In Slovenia, ballads are sung at funerals and also found in 
children’s lullabies. 

Themes of ballads can be historical, family orient¬ 
ated, or religious. An example of an historical ballad is 
the type of song that reflects the Turkish influence in 
the Balkans and the Slavic people’s struggle against the 
Turkish rule. In Croatia, the family theme centers around 
the woman’s reaction to her role as a wife; her feelings 
in relation to her husband’s role; her relationship to her 
children and other relatives. Religious themes are quite 
common in Slovenian ballads; for example: the evils of 
the early Feudal period in history, and the penalty in the 
next life for the Feudal Lords’ oppression of his vassals. 2 

Each region in Yugoslavia has a distinctive singing 
style that is reflected in their ballads. In Bosnia-Hercego- 
vina, ballads are sung more by women than by men. The 
Slovenian ballad is usually sung in parts and not accom¬ 
panied by instruments. The Croatian ballad is sung in a 
lively tempo when accompanying the kolo-dance. On the 
Adriatic Coast, the words of the ballad are stressed over 
the melody; songs about love abound. 

Yugoslavs are a passionate people in their music and 
dance. The ballad satisfies their need to express them¬ 
selves in the artistic movements of a kolo-dance or in the 
soul-stirring rendition of a love song.

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BOKA KOTORSKA

Our beloved Boka, bride of the Adriatic, 

Robed in the blue silk of the sky, 

Even lovelier you are than the Coast Fairy, 

And brighter than her necklace.

The southernmost part of the Yugoslav Adriatic coast is one of the loveliest and warmest regions of the country. It 
is a land of pleasant climate. Almond trees with delicate pink blossoms usher in the spring. There is winter snow on 
the mountains while on the coast near the sea are orange and lemon groves. On the high slopes are forests. Blue skies, 

warm water and beautiful beaches make this a very attractive land. . 

The Bay of Kotorska in Montenegro is a deep fiord-like inlet beneath Mt. Lovcen and Mt. Gijen. it consists of 
six large bays linked by narrow straits. As one enters the bay from the Adriatic, the straits grow narrower. At one 
place there are only 300 yards separating the two headlands. . 

In the Middle ages, men of Boka used to stretch heavy chains across the entrance in times ot war to prevent 
enemy ships from entering the inner bays and so protected the many large and small settlements built around the 

inlets and bays. ..... 

Many nations have fought over this beautiful coast land.- The Illyrians settled here, the earliest known inhabi¬ 
tants but not the first. This was about 250 B.C. Little is known about their predecessors. Next came the Romans 
229 B.C. and several hundred years later came the Slavs who claimed it for their homeland (about the 11th century). 
Ever since they have had to fight to defend it against many enemies and would-be conquerors. These came to take 
the land: Byzantines. Venetians,Turks, Albanians and African pirates. Over the centuries others^came: Spanish explor¬ 
ers, Napoleon’s men. English and Russian sailors, Austro-Hungarian armed police, Mussolini’s soldiers, and finally. 
Hitler’s troops. The people of Boka resisted all invaders and even when subjected to alien rule, never gave up the fight for 
freedom. 

A few of the settlements on Boka Kotorska are: Herceg-Novi, once called Sveti Stjpan; Risan, the oldest; 
Tivat with archeological finds that show that Greeks and Romans were there; Perast; Kotor, 15 miles from the sea 
and many others. 

The town of Kotor is a typical Mediterranean town and one of the oldest on the Adriatic coast. Kotor is backed 
by almost sheer cliffs. The old part of Kotor is encircled by walls. East of the city is a centuries-old fort, Sveti Ivan. 
Kotor, though small, was the center for the economic and cultural life of the whole Boka region. It was noted for 
its seamen. The captains of Kotor taught maritime arts to the naval officers of Czar Peter the Great and its sailors 
fought victoriously in many Mediterranean battles. The Maritime Fraternity of Seafarers is a medieval institution. 
Some historians say that it was founded in the early part of the 11th century. It was mentioned in Kotor documents 
in 1453 and its rules were codified in 1463. 

Even though the earthquake of 1979 badly damaged part of the city, the St. Trypan Cathedral still stands. It 
was constructed 320 years before Columbus landed in America. It, with its twin belfries, is the oldest cathedral on 
the Adriatic coast. It was built on the foundations of a cathedral built in 809 and was reconstructed after the 1667 
earthquake when it was given its present appearance. Much work is being done to restore the whole town. At present, 
work is being done on six churches from the 12th and 13th centuries. In many of them frescoes have come to light 
which were painted at the time of building but were later covered up. This earthquake has given the people the 
opportunity to examine layers of the past. The Institute for the Preservation of Monuments studied and documented 
every building in Kotor. They will restore each to its original appearance, but remembering this is an earthquake 
area, the buildings will not only be restored but protected against future quakes. 

The Maritime Museum, an 18th century baroque palace, will look the same after repairs but it will be reinforced 
by concrete structures to support the original wooden ceiling. The same is true for Kotor’s theatre. The whole town 
will be restored to its original beauty. 

Kotor is also a tourist center and a crossroad. A 45 kilometer road with many hairpin curves connects the city 
over Mount Lovcen with Cetinje. The road was cut into the mountain side and was an important engineering feat. 
Boka Kotorska contains many towns and cities each having a long history and many stories to tell. It contains many 
important historical and cultural monuments, museums, cathedrals, and public buildings both ancient and modem. 

I read that Jovan Cvijic, the great Yugoslav geographer and ethnologist, describes the people of Boka thus, 
They have a legal attitude of mind which enables them to defend any idea as though they were lawyers and they 
are quick-witted enough to shoe a flea and to split a hair into nine strands”. So this is my impression of Boka Kotor¬ 
ska with its heritage and natural beauty. It is the “Pearl of the Adriatic Coast”.

In explanation of its award, the Council representatives said they had been 
motivated above all else by the permanent and exemplary efforts made to preserve historic 
features of Dubrovnik and the systematic excavations, restoration, and revitalization of its 
architecture and works of art in the town itself and on the territory of the former Republic 
of Dubrovnik.
